The term eczema has been ap­ 
plied to all aorta bf Inflammations 
of the skin for years. 
Even to­ 
day the experts are not certain 
as to Just what skin diseases ere 
best included In 
this 
category 
These conditions do not represent 
a single disease however. 
Most 
authorities are Inclined to restrict 
the term to inflammations of the 
skin In which there Ie definite re­ 
action to some external substance 
like drugs, oil*, varnishes, clean­ 
ing materials, paint*, dyes and 
disinfectants. 
Hypersensitivity to 
such substances is conceived to 
be the basic cause of eczema. 
Just how people become sensi­ 
tised to these substances is not 
yet known. 
Sometimes the reac­ 
tion appears after the first con­ 
tact with a substance of the type 
that has been mentioned. 
Some­ 
times exposure must take place 
over fairly long periods of time. 
In other instancy, persona seem 
to be desensitised from repeated 
contacts with the substance.

Dr. Fred Wise mentions workers 
who are employed in a Japanese 
lacquer factory who suffer from 
eczema due to the lacquer. 
At 
first the lacquer aggravates the 
eruption, then the worker will be­ 
come desensitised end may con­ 
tinue to work without a recur 
rence. 
If, however, he discontin 
ues his work for a long period of 
time, the desensitization may be 
lost and the eruption will occur 
again. 
Some people seem to inherit a 
predisposition to ecsema. 
More 
over, there are certain habits of 
die? and living which seem to en 
courage the spread of ecsema. For 
example, 
there 
are 
alcoholism, 
chronic disturbances of digestion, 
undernourishment, 
and 
disturb- 
inces of 
the 
functions of the 
glands. 
Conditions of this type 
are frequently found in persons 
who have repeated eruptions of 
the skin. 
Especially Important are those 
cases of ecsema which appear in 
infants and small children. 
In 
most cases, it will be found that 
others in the family have asthma, 
hay fever, eruptions of the akin, 
or similar disturbances, so that 
the condition of sensitivity is to 
some extent inherited. 
Many people are inclined to re­ 
gard eruptions on the akin aa well 
aa sensitivity aa unimportant. Ac* 
tinily, however, it la safer to re­ 
gard such people aa sick. At least 
during th# early periods of their 
care, they should be given rest 
in bed, sedatives to keep them 
quiet, proper control to prevent 
scratching and damage to the akin

The itching of eczema is itself 
a most serious symptom. 
When

Thus, the first step the 
doctor may take is to apply some 
or many different remedies that 
are available for controlling such 
itching. 
It Is not desirable for the pa­ 
tient to try to treat himaelf, be 
cause a different remedy is rf 
quired for each of the different 
typos of eczema. 
As the person 
who has the disease well knows, 
it passes through periods of dry­ 
ness and moistness, of itching and 
irritation, and each of these states 
must be treated according to th# 
special circumstances that exist.

A CAUTIOUS TONE 


Some of the business forecasters are taking a cau ­ 
tious tone. They do not look for a severe reaction in 
the upw ard production and consum ption cycle—they 
do th in k th a t the ra te of betterm en t m ay tend to elow 
In the n e ar future and level off. The International 
situation rem ains one of th e W orst A ctors, and h as 
troubled financial m arkets. 
The autom obife industry continues to lead th* way, 
w ith production of nearly 100,000 cars a week. As 
B usiness W eek says, so long a s th is continues, “there 
is little cause for apprehension as to the general 
business curve.” Consum er dem and for new c ars 
seems very strong, fa r stronger than w as thought 
possible six m onths ago. 
It Is extrem ely doubtful, however, lf we will be able 
to regain early 19S7 levels w ithin the next three or 
four m onths. Steel is down badly by com parison with 
th a t rising period, and there Is sm all likelihood Of 
production com ing up w ith a rush. And such burning 
problem s a s those of ag ricu ltu re and the railroads 
rem ain unsolved.

Time Let’s Do It Right 


.COTTON MARKETING QUOTAS 
The election last Saturday, show ing th a t approxi­ 
m ately 94 per cent of the cotton producers voted for 
A cotton quota, Is som ething th a t should ba given 
thoughtful consideration by every m an who believes 
Hi th e system of free enterprise, or th a t m inorities 
have certain inalienable rig h ts th a t cannot be in te r­ 
fered w ith by m ajorities. 
W hat Does A Quota System Mean? 
If the system of establishing quotas for different 
lines of businesses becomes established, it certainly 
will Interfere w ith progress. 
L et us take an .Illustration. Suppose the autom o­ 
bile m anufacturers establish certain q uotas based 
on p ast history as to how m any autom obiles each 
corporation shall produce and sell. T his would m ean 
th a t if some p articu lar m anufacturer had a way of 
producing a c ar th a t would give twice the service as 
the other com petition, he could only produce his 
quota. H e could not grow and expand, as he would 
if he were not controlled by quotas. 
A radio m an u factu rer would be limited the same 
w ay; a m an who w as breeding the best of cattle 
would ne lim ited in the sam e way; a man who knew 
how to farm b etter than the average would be lim it­ 
ed in the sam e way. In other words, the efficient 
could not grow as rapidly as they can under the 
approach to the free enterprise system . 
If the quotas a s a whole are established on all pro­ 
duction, It m eans th a t we are entirely changing our 
form of governm ent, under which we made such 
rem arkable progress for 150 years. It would event­ 
ually m ean th a t men would be born into certain 
lines of work and they would have to follow that, 
since they could hot go Into a new line of business 
and comply w ith the quotas of the new line of busi­ 
ness they w anted to go into. 
It Is astounding th a t the people should even con­ 
sider this artificial lim iting of the rights of a citizen. 
W hen It is started, it leads eventually to complete 
regim entation and dom ination by the government. It 
is doubtful w hether any nation ever made much 
progress by such regim entation.

The pension leaders are definitely dissatisfied with 
the A dm inistration's enacted social security legisla­ 
tion. They feel th a t it offers the indigent old a bone, 
in s te a d of a decent meal. They are convinced th a t 
the governm ent should and could substantially in ­ 
crease the am ount of pensions. They think th at the 
Federal governm ent should take the lead, and then 
the states will follow and agree to do their p art of 
the job. 
From the standpoint of our law m akers, the whole
